Hastening Toward Berlin. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
The grip of the Germans on Northern France has been loosened 
and the process of herding them back to their borders is proceeding 
at a rapid pace under the allied lash. 
Already, since the beginning 
Df the July offensive, the allies have pushed the enemy back a maxi­ 
mum of forty-five mites from the Ancre near Albert to the tip of the 
present Anglo-American wedge at Le Cateau. 
A scant twenty-five miles more will bring them on this line to 
the Belgian frontier, south of Maubeuge. 
Long before that point is 
reached the pressure on all sides, if continued at the present rate, 
will have resulted in clearing from all such territory and a great 
part of Belgian soil. 
The Ge rmans are already carrying out a general retreat, but it is 
a retreat under pressure, and although skillfully conducted, is bound 
to cost them heavily. General Ludendorff, patently has been desir­ 
ous of withdrawing to a shorter line, but the steady pressure Mar­ 
shal Foch has applied has made it impossible for him to detach him­ 
self for such an operation. 
He cannot break contact with his adver­ 
sary, and consequently is obliged 
to fall back slowly, fighting hard 
and losing heavily in his backward course.

have been turned, making the German situation in the Laon area most 
difficult.

Pre station, while patrols are said to have entered that town itself.

Fighting is going on in the eastern section of that town.

diately east of Cambrai the British have reached the outskirts of the 
villages of St. Basst ann St. Hubert. 
The British are continuing to 
push forward on the front between Cambrai and Lens. 
They made 
progress during the night toward Hei-les-Equrchin, five miles west of 
Douai. 
They aie also progressing east of Sailaum m es and along the 
northerly bank of the Haupe Deule canal, east of Lens.

With the Anglo-American Forces Southeast of Cambrai, Oct. 11.— 
By the Associated Press.—The great battle now being fought in this 
region is on a front of nearly thirty miles today, it having been ex­ 
tended to the north. 
The British are gaining 
everywhere. 
There 
is 
virtually no enemy infantry operations. 
The only resistance is com­ 
ing from the enemy 
machine 
guns. The bulk of the enemy artillery 
has fled so far east 
as to be 
out of range. 
The high ground on the 
eight-mile front from St. Hilaire and the Cateau to the southeast was 
found to be alive with machine guns when 
the 
British 
approached, 
and the cavalry patrols were held up for some time. 
North of Le 
Cateau-St, Hilaire line the Germans are in flight, according to last re­ 
ports from airplane observers . The Douai salient has been penetrat­ 
ed deeper, and the Germans are believed to be hastily preparing for 
its evacuation.

Up to a late hour last night the British 
third army had in eighteen hours made an average advance of more 
than four miles, and the fourth army three miles while the first army 
northeast of Cambrai, has made general progress of three miles. 
All 
the armies were moving eastward. 
East of Bohain the British are 
approaching Mennevret and the Anyigny forest, while to the east they 
are drawing closer to Wasigny.

Sev­ 
enteen

these were American 
soldiers, detailed to care for horses 
the ship was transporting.

freighter about five days ago. 
Exactly when and where tile Ti­ 
conderoga was torpedoed could not 
be* ascertained on account of cen­ 
sorship restrictions. 
She left an 
Atlantic port on September 22 as 
a part of a convoy. 
Presumably 
she fell victim to the U-boat with­ 
out other protection than lier own 
guns, as, according to previous re­ 
ports received by tin* navy depart­ 
ment. she became separated from 
tin* rest of the ships and was not 
thereafter heard from.
